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CLASS HISTORY 1932 


F OUR years ago the good 
ship "CLASS OF 1932" 
left her harbor to sail the 
seas of Education, bound for 
the port of Graduation. 

Her youthful crew began 
their freshman year at John 
Simpson Junior high, where 
they were well represented in 
many organizations, with Dor¬ 
othy Peat editor of the John 
Simpson Times; Ben Goode- 
nough business manager of the 
of Hi-Y division II; Edwin 
Balyeat president of that organ¬ 
ization: and Janet Knott and 
Dorothy Peat, president and 
treasurer respectively of the 
Girl's Glee club. 

Select Representative Students 
At this time the ship took 
a vote to select ten representa¬ 
tive students. Janet Knott, Dor¬ 
othy Caldwell, Anne Zahniser, 
Jane Voegele and Dorothy Peat 
were the girls chosen; Bob 
Bright, Edwin Balyeat, Bob 
Fichter, Ben Goodenough and 
Deming Lowrey, the boys. 
Runners-up were Peg Black, 
Vangelene Cook and June Hale; 
Martin Wolf, Don Kirkpatrick 
and Ralph Matthews. 

In January, 1929, with a 
crew of 169 the good ship 
sailed to the Mansfield Senior 
high. 

Here a large number of its 
members were experienced e- 
nough to secure positions in the 
band and orchestra. Ben Good- 
enough served as band president 
during the first and third years 
here, and Jane Voegele was 
vice-president in the third year. 
Fred Sells and Eugene Linham 
were assistant directors, while 
Paul Flohr, Paul White and 
Bessie Yarnell represented the 
ship by playing in the band. 
Gordon Jelliff filled Bob Du¬ 
Pont’s shoes by being drum 
major. 

Participate in Athletics 
One of the sailors, Bob Fich- 
ter, started his football career 


as Ed. Holmquist's understudy. 
The next year he was a regular, 
received one of the gold foot¬ 
balls given to the N. C. O. 
league champions and was given 
honorable mention in all league 
rating. Bob was elected cap¬ 
tain for the 1931 season. 

Another outstanding sailor 
was Frankie Fisch who also 
went out for the grid game in 
his sophomore year. Because of 
his accurate passing and general¬ 
ship which have been instru¬ 
mental in keeping Mansfield’s 
slate clean, he is well judged 
one of the best quarter-backs 
in the state. 

Deming Lowery proved an 
asset to the wrestling team; Wil¬ 
liam Kimes was a valuable track 
man: and several others were 
out for tumbling. 

Lofty Bill DuPont jumped 
on the quintet until he moved 
to Toledo in his junior year. 

Hi-Y Backs Project 

The members of the crew 
that belonged to the George 
Williams Senior Hi-Y backed 
an annual "Find Yourself" 
campaign, and the Armistice 
day program given by them in 
1930 was an example of the 
type of work of which the 
members are capable. Ben Good- 
enough was president in the 
senior year, while Bob Fichter 
was vice-president and Martin 
Trauger, treasurer. 

The vocally inclined mem¬ 
bers of the crew took part in 
three operettas. Harold Patton 
had a leading part in "The Mi¬ 
kado" in 1930. In that year 
Edwin Balyeat was treasurer 
of the Boys’ Glee club. Dorothy 
Caldwell was president the first 
semester with Dortha Shaffer 
of the girls’ organization. Bet¬ 
ty Angle was president the sec¬ 
ond semester, Florence Nail, 
secretary, and Dorothy Peat, 
treasurer; Betty Angle was re¬ 


elected president in the spring 
semester of 1931. 

Organize S. R. C. 

In the spring of 1930 a new 
movement toward student gov¬ 
ernment was started. Bob Fich¬ 
ter was one of the original com¬ 
mittee to investigate the idea. 
He served as secretary of the S. 
R. C. in his third year, and 
Dorothy Peat as treasurer. The 
spring semester of 1931 Doro¬ 
thy Caldwell was secretary; in 
the fall she was elected presi¬ 
dent The last semester Ben 
Goodenough was vice-president; 
Florence Nail, secretary; and 
Edwin Balyeat, treasurer. 

A number of the girls of the 
class have been active on Blue 
Tri committees. In 1930 Dor¬ 
othy Peat was treasurer, and in 
1931 Dorothy Caldwell served 
as president. 

Athletically inclined girls of 
the group formed, an enthusias¬ 
tic part of the girls A. A. 

Much along the lines of 
student aid and charity has 
been accomplished by the Social 
Science Service club of which 
Edwin Balyeat was treasurer in 
1929, and Vangelene Cook, 
secretary in 1931. 

Many of the crew were in¬ 
terested in Red Masque, of 
which in the senior year Van¬ 
gelene Cook was president: 
Martin Trauger, vice- presi¬ 
dent; and Charles Spetka treas¬ 
urer. 

Both French and Latin clubs 
were formed to stimulate inter¬ 
est in those languages. Virgin¬ 
ia Starkey was secretary of the 
latter in 1930, and Dorothy 
Caldwell and Barney Burns 
president and treasurer, respec¬ 
tively in 1931. 

Dorothy Peat became asso¬ 
ciate editor of The Hyphoner- 
ian soon after her arrival in the 
senior high. She has been edit¬ 
or the last two semesters.

CROSS COUNTRY 

O VER hill and dale Harry’s 
Husky Harriers hurry to¬ 
ward state championship. Mans¬ 
field has always been a team to 
be thought of when the frost 
is on the pumpkin and they’re 
cutting them up for pies. On 
Saturday, October 31, 1931, 
the cross country team went to 
Toledo and came back on the 
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short end of a 81-82 score over 
Sandusky. In cross country the 
team that has the smallest score 
wins, so this meant another 
district championship for the 
local runners. For two years 
this class has been represented 
on this team by Hubert Schlem- 
mer and Mike Mihalick. These 
two fellows have been the Mutt 
and Jeff of the team. Schlem- 
mer is over six teet tall, while 
Mike isn’t much over five. 
However, even with their dif¬ 
ference in size, they always run 
quite close together and are al¬ 
ways among the first. Last year 
they helped the team to finish 
fifth in the state meet, while 
this year they finished sixth 
down at Columbus. 


T WO of the outstanding 
members of the football 
team are in the graduating class 
and will be missed when they 
are gone. These two are center 
and Captain Bob Fichter and 
quarter back Frank Fisch. 

Neither of these fellows has 
ever been on a defeated team. 
Mansfield started her clear slate 
in 1929, the year that Bob and 
Frank started football As a 
freshman Bob had the keenest 
sort of competition for his job 
at center. Eddie Holmquist, 
for two years all league center, 
was holding down the position, 
and although Bob didn’t quite 
make him loose it. he gave him 
a tough fight. In 1930, how¬ 
ever, Bob started every game 
but one as center. This excep¬ 
tion was the Shelby game and 
Bob was nursing a bad knee. 
But even this didn’t keep him 
out altogether, and he was put 
in at the half and stayed there 
the rest of the game. In the 
same year, he was chosen all 
league center and elected cap¬ 
tain. 

We all remember that when 
we were kids our great ambi¬ 
tion was to call signals for the 
team. One fellow in Mansfield 
realizes this ambition every 
year, and for the last two years 
Frank Fisch has been the fel¬ 
low. Fisch has started every 
game since the Danville game 
of 1930, and hasn't been off 
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the field more than three or four 
quarters in two years. Remem¬ 
ber this, Mansfield has won 
twenty-five games without a 
defeat, and Frank has called sig¬ 
nals in at least fifteen of these 
games. 

Don't forget the fellows in 
this class who have been out for 
football but failed to make the 
team or get their letter. With¬ 
out them the varsity wouldn’t 
have a thing to practice on and 
run through. They do as much 
toward making an undefeated 
team possible as anyone and get 
a lot more bruises and less 
praise. 

TRACK 

F RANKIE Fisch again crash¬ 
es through to uphold the 
honor of the class. Fisch is 
January's only contribution 
to the varsity track team. Frank 
hurls the javelin, puts the shot, 
and throws the discus. 

Mansfield has one of the 
best track teams of the state, 
and the relays held here every 
spring are rated with the best 
in the country and attract teams 
from all over Ohio. 

BASKETBALL 

O NCE more Fisch and Ficb- 
ter enter the game. Both 
boys played on the basketball 
team in 1930. Not given much 
of a chance to do anything, the 
team was runner up in the N. 
C. O. league, and reached the 
semi-finals in the district tour¬ 
nament, losing by one point to 
Shelby. 

Just before the game ended, 
Coach Murphy put Bob in at 
guard. The next minute the 
game ended with the score tied. 
In the first overtime Shelby 
made two points and continued 
to hold that lead until but ten 
seconds remained to play. Then 
someone passed Bob the ball 
as he was standing in the mid¬ 
dle of the floor, and just as the 
gun cracked, he let fly, and the 
ball passed through without 
touching the rim. At the start 
of the second overtime Bob 
was fouled and standing calmly 
before the yelling mob made 
the point. All in vain it proved 
to be because Shelby made an¬ 
other basket and won. 
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History of the Senior Voice 


I N September, 1931, a num¬ 
ber of reasons for discon¬ 
tinuing "The Manhigan” 
were compiled by the faculty. 

At Mr. Jesse Beer's instiga¬ 
tion a few 12A students were 
called together to formulate and 
discuss a plan which would do 
away with the annual, but 
which would at the same time 
initiate something to take its 
place. 

The result of that first dis¬ 
cussion, and many following it, 
is this first edition of The Sen¬ 
ior Voice, a magazine to be 
published in January and June, 
which is proposed as a senior 
project, to embody their class 
accomplishments throughout 
high school — a truly senior 
publication as no previous book 
has been. 

An executive committee, 
composed of Edwin Balyeat, 
Dorothy Peat, Virginia Stark¬ 
ey, Florence Nail, Ben Good : 
enough and Gordon Jelliff, 
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members of the class of Janu¬ 
ary, 1932, and Donald Price 
and Albert Voegele of the June 
class of the same year, organ¬ 
ized the book, naming commit¬ 
tees of capable seniors to aid 
them. 

Also a faculty advisory 
board, including Miss Bertha 
Patterson, Miss Doris Garver, 
Miss Margaret Gaver, Mr. 
George Sherman, and Mr. H. 
B. Scoles was selected at this 
time. 

In November a school-wide 
name contest was sponsored. 
The title, "Senior Voice,” sub¬ 
mitted by Robert Wolford. 

1 IB, received the greatest num¬ 
ber of votes from the five final¬ 
ly presented to the student 
body, and which had previous¬ 
ly been selected by the execu¬ 
tive committee and the faculty 
advisory board from more than 
300 suggestions entered in the 
contest. 

The other names presented 
to the school for votes were: 
Vox Seniorum, entered by Mrs. 
Ella Chase; M. H. S. Senior 
Book, by William McClurg: 1 
The Senior, by Mary Jones; 
and The Senual, by Mildred 
Finney. 

At about the same time a 
contract for printing was signed 
with The Buckeye Press, Inc., 
of Mansfield, while Jahn ft 
Ollier, of Toledo, contract¬ 
ed for the engraving. Senior 
photographs were taken by the 
Kraft studios. 

Under the direction of Don 
Aplin, a subscription drive was 
held starting the first week of 
September. 

The local merchants, inter¬ 
ested in the new kind of adver¬ 
tising used in The Senior 
Voice, a modern type which 
connects the merchant's pro¬ 
duct directly with the student’s 
needs, gave their support to the 
proposition. 

So, through the co-operation 
of the students, faculty, mer¬ 
chants, printers and engravers, 
this first edition of The Sen¬ 
ior Voice has been published.
